V>"hy tho'ild tluir dwellings look 
alikeV 
Why should each small 


h'mse have no n">re originality of 
plan than a dry goods box? There 
ti:o a number of competent tuvhi- 
t'.'Cts here and they certainly can 
plan tho exterior of dwellings so 
'.hat one shall not be a tame copy of 
iinother. No doubt the interior plans 
01 many dwellings are excellent. 
And no fault ca i be found on the 
score of good tuste with tlio exterior 
o.r many of tlit-so liouse?. 
15ut tlu'i-c 


is room here for great improvement 
in c.\t;'vi'>r^. It is too much the 
habit of our citizens to copy the 
stvle whichhis neighbor hasadoptf-d. 
The roof will come together at right 
angles so as to present a gable anJ 
side view to tV.> street. 
After one 


has seen about two thousand of these 
dwellings in one small city, the 
question 
may 
fairly 
be raised 


whether there is anything in that 
particular style which should make 
it a precedent for everybody else '.' 


While the frame house is comfort- 


able and well adapted to tiie climate, 
it cannot be said that a public edi- 
fice coiutrucU-d wholly of wood has 
has i. solid or permanent look, t'p 
to this date all our church edifices 
have been built o,f wood.

But in l°ss than ten years 


a wooden city hall in a city having 
hard on to lO'l.'iOO inhabitants, will 
impress :aost people as quite behind 
the times. Something like this im- j 
pre'sion, wo fear, will be made by 
the costly church edrHces which have 
been constructed of wood.

look much better in a village or 
small town than they do in n large 
city.

INFLATION OB BEPUDIATION? 


The Committee on Banks and Cur- 


rency in the Honse having agreed to 
recommend the passage of n bill re- 
pealing the Specie ^Resumption Aot

ibi oacl. landholders reassured that 
;he bonds of the United States would 
.p]>reci;ite. They, therefore, bought 
t'ro->ly the later issues which carried 
very low rates of interest. In fact 
[.he Government was enabled to sell 
bond:: of this class because tho specie 
res.imiitioa act would have a favor- 
iblo effect on tho finances of the 
country. 
If Congress were now to 


repeal that act, it would be little 
short of repudiation.

the payment of the public debt iu 
iilvor coins, which have fallen below 
.he nature of greenbacks.
